Septic Tank here, I beg to remind you of the following factst- This 
is one of the smallest boarding gachoole and therefore the only man 
on the Staff is the farm labourer whose time is fully taken up at 
present with seeding operations. As for the pupils,they are all far 
too small to undertake any such work as thate I may also state, that 
on account of the roof falling in, together with so much earth,it 
flooded up the tank and plugged it entirely. This necessitated ime 
mediate steps being taken to have the tank emptied and the sewage 
system opened up again. The tank was in a terrible state, and even 
among the Indians here,I had trouble to find a man who would under- 
take to empty it,and his lowest price was twenty-five dollars( $25.00). 
A whole day passed before he could persuade two more Indians to help 
him. This will perhaps give you a little idea of the repulsiveness 
of the job, all of which was caused through putting on a lumber top 
instead of one of cement when it was constructed. 


Something must be done very soon a8 the septic 
tank remains open at present,and besides being a source of danger, it 
certainly is not in the best interests of the health of the inmates 
here,especially when the wind is im an unfavorable direction. 


In the reply to your telegram,I note there is 
no reference to the replacing of the top with concrete and I think 
this a pity because in about another five years,we shall be up against 
the same kind of trouble again. As I hear from the contractor that 
the costs of the material for the lumber covering with rubber roofing 
between the cover and earth will cost about ninety-five dollars( $95.00) 
whereas the material for a good reinforced concrete cover delivered 
here will only cost abou tapene ty three dollars($93-00)- The only diff- 
erence would be about ollars ($30.00) for the extra work with 
concrete that would last indefinitely. *°°°

I visited the school again 
in July and a third time in September. Each time I made enquiry 
and found that they were getting an ample supply of water, but 
during the present month the supply has become low and it looks 
as though it would not be safe to enter the winter depending 
upon the present well.

I have your 310-11A R.C. of the 15th inetant, 
regarding the condition of the wells at the St. Philips 
Indian Residential School. The Department is concerned 
over the situation that hes developed in connection with 
the two wells at this echool, as we were of opinion that 
the auxiliary well which was recently dug would provide an 
ample supply of water. 


The Department has noted the Principal's suggestion, 
that, in order to obtain a a supply, a deep well be 
drilled. No provision has been made in the Estimates to 
cover the cost of drilling this well. We have no information 
on which to base an estimate of the cost. Our funds during 
the balance of the present fiscal year are practically 
assigned, and, unlese there is o real emergency, it will be 
impossible to provide the expenditure. You might advise if 
there ie a well drilling outfit in the vicinity of the 
echool and if the Principal or yourself can state the approx- 
imate depth required to drill a new well to obtain a 
permanent supply of water. If, after consulting the Prin- 
cipal and the local Indien Agent, you can furnish a concrete 
plan for a permanent water supply, either by deepening the 
present wells or drilling a new one, and if you are able to 
give an estimate of the cost of any work you would recommend 
be carried out, the Department will further consider the 
matter of providing funde for the purpose. In the meantime, 
the principal will have to conserve the present supply and 
exercise every care to see that no danger occurs to the 
building or the pupile and staff, on account of fire. 
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I have aleo your letter of the 15th instant, recom- 
mending that a quantity of fire hose be supplied. In this 
connection I have to inform you that an order will be placed 
here to ship to the Principal's address: - 


2 - 60 ft. lengths 13" fire hose.

Referring to your letter of the 9th July, last, 
No. 117-3-5, in connection with the well at the St. Philips 
School, and telegrams which have passed between this office 
and the Department, during the course of the work, I beg to 
say that prospects at the present time are not good, The hole 
has now been drilled to a depth of 370 feet, having gone through 
a very hard clay and some stone actically all the way. At the 
depth of about 250 feet there was some stone and gravel and 
easier drilling making it appear that the clay, where there is 
never any hope of finding water, had been passed. However this 
hope did not continue for very long until the drill was again 
in the hard clay, wiere it is at present. 


I have told the driller to stop work until he 
receives further instructions and he is now repairing his machine, 
I do not know whether it would be wise to continue, but there is 
now so much money spent in the dry hole, and the need of water 
is so great at this school, that I would feel inclined to try 
further if funds can be wade available for the work, It seems 
a pity to have spent so much on the effort and still be without 
water. I have talked with the Reverend Principal and of course 
he is very anxious to continue, but we are aware that there is 
now considerably more spent than at first estimated, If the 
Department will give me authority to continue a further 100 feet, 
if necessary, I will watch the work closely, as I have been 
doing, and, if there is no change in the soil by the time that 
the machine reaches 400 feet, I shall have the work stopped. 


The machine will be repaired in two days and 
I would be glad if authority could be given me by telegram in 
order to expedite the work, in the event that the Department 
decides to continue.

In reply to your letter of the 22nd. instant #2.36, 
I beg to report as follows: 


In my opinion there was certainly a showing of oil 
and shale around the 550 ft. level, shortly before the drilling 
was stopped in the new well at St. Philip's Residential School. 
A log was not kept by the driller, but I visited the scene of 
the work very often and the following are the approximate depths 
and strata in the course of érilling in the order mentioned: 


30 ft. of blue clay; 
6 ft. of gravel and clay; 

200 ft. of blue clay; 

200 ft. of blue clay with an occasional 6 or 8 ft. of 
what is commonly called "hard pan" at intervals of 
perhaps 20 ft. after which there was approximately 
100 ft. of mostly a black clay with layers of 
shaley rock; 
from there to the end of the well, which was 
stopped at 569 ft., it was practically all shale. 


A jet drill was being used and the hole was filled with 


a mixture of the drilling mué and water, which was continually 
running out ot the top of the hole in the course of drilling. 
Toward the latter stages of érilling, when the érilling would 
stop bubbles of oil were rising to the top through this mud, and 
when the bubbles would burst on reaching the air a scum of oil 
would appear on top of the mud. As there was no oil used on any 
of the machinery on the interior of the hole, this oil certainly 
came trom the bottom of the well, through over 500 ft. of thick 
mud.

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Consequently, I have no doubt that the shale in which 
the arill was working containea oil in fair quantities. Otherwise, 
i4t would not have risen all this distance through the thick mud. 
We were concerned with obtaining 4 supply of water for use at 
the school, and striking oil Was only inéidental, tut I am 
satisfied that we were not far from oil in commercial quantities 
when Grilling was stopped.

I procured a sample of the nud referred to and am 
forwarding it to you in the container which you sent me, but it 
does not indicate much so far as I know. A similar sample was 
sent to the University of Saskatoon, but I have received no 


report thereon. 


I feel certain that as drilling ceased some weeks af0 
and the water and mud has receaed in the well and at the same 
time the oil would have been rising to the top of the water and 
mud, there will be a considerable quantity of oil at the top of 
the water and mud at the present time, but 1 have no equivalent 
which can be used to procure & sample of this. If you are able 
to suggest any way for me to do this, I shall be only too pleased

Dear Sir: 


I am very glad to receive your letter of the 
24th inst., giving certain partioulars of the well drilled 
at St. Philip's Residential School. I also thank you for 
sending me a sample of the mud and fluid taken from the 
well while drilling. 


This sample does not show any evidence of oil. 
From your letter, I am not able to advise you how you can 
procure a sample of any fluid from the well at the present 
time as you do not tell me whether the hole is cased or 
not or the approximate depth to the top of the water and 
mud. If this is not too far down, it might be possible 
for you to lower a weighted tin recepteole of such a 
d@iemeter that it will pass down the casing and attached to 
a light wire or small rope. In this way you might be able 
to prooure a sample of the fluid, from which, by analysis, 
we may be able to determine whether it is crude petroleum 
or whether it is oil from some other source. 


In the system of drilling adopted at this boring, 
there is always the possibility of the oil used to 
lubricate the rod joints showing up in the drilling mud, 
giving the impression that an actual showing of petroleum 
has ocourred, although I mote from your letter that no oil 
appears to have been used in the interior of the hole but 
you may have overlooked the possibility which I have 
mentioned. 


In making the above, I am not trying to be unduly 
oritioal as nobody would be more pleased than myself to find 


that you hed a true showing of crude oi] at this shallow 

depth but I am simply pointing out this possibility with a 
view to eliminating any doubt as to the true source of the 
showing. I would be very glad to hear from you further in 
the matter and, of course, it you oan get a sample of the 
fluid from the top of the mud, it would halp considerably.

As you are aware, the line was 
built from Kamsack to the Agency and on to St. Philip's. A 
meter was installed at the Agency for measurement of the 
current used in the Agency buildings and the Cote Day 
School, and the St. Philip's School is charged with the 
difference between this amount and tne total reading at 
the commencement of the line, where it leaves the town of 
Kamsack. In this manner the total line loss is paid by 
the St. Philip's School, which, I au informed, is in the 
neighbourhood of $7.00 or $8.00 per month, as near as can 
be calculated.

the sum of $40.00 per month has been paid regularly to an 
Indian on the Cote Reserve for hauling water from this well 
to the school. This system of providing water is most 
unsatisfactory and now that we are assured that the well 
will provide a sufficient quantity of water for all school 
purposes it is advisable that proposal No. 1 contained in 
Mr. Dempster's report be acted upon. This proposal calls 
for the building of a pump house, the laying of a 2" pipe 
line, the instalation of a pump and motor with automatic 
starter and cut off, the installation of an electrical 
power line from the school to the pump house and other 
minor work. The total cost, as estimated by your engineer, 
is $3,385.00. The above sum includes a pump and motor 
costing $400.00 which have already been purchased. This 
would reduce the estimate of your engineer to $2,985.00.

I am given to understand that the sum of $1,500.00 
has been provided in this year's estimate for St. Philips 
School. If the Oblate Fathers were allowed to use the above 
amount for the purpose of carrying out proposal No. 1 they 
would supply the balance of the money, on condition that the 
sum of $40.00 per month, which is now being paid for hauling 
water, be paid over to the school Principal until such time 
as the amount of money necessary to complete the instalation 
of this pipe line be paid in full. The Oblate Fathers will 
not ask for a written undertaking to this effect; they will 
be satisfied with a verbal assurance of the officials of the 


Department. 


School Files. 
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As the season is drawing to a close it is hoped 
that a very early decision can be arrived at so that work 
on this project can be started as quickly as possible. It 
is estimated that if permission could be granted not later 
than next Thursday both the pump house and the trench for 
the 2” pipe could be proceeded with and completed before the 


frost sets in. 


Whilst the Oblate Fathers, as stated above, are 
prepared to co-operate with the Department to the extent of 
advancing the difference between the amount provided in the 
estimates and the cost of the instalation of this water 
system it must be underatood that they would certainly prefer 
the Department to supply the whole amount required and the 
offer must, therefore, be considered as a gesture of good 


will on their part.

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Dear Mr. Hoey: Re: St. Philips Residential 
School Water System 


You are no doubt aware that the above school has 
been without a permanent water system for the last seven or 
eight years. The original well dug at the time of the con- 
struction of the school went dry during the dry spell and 
subsequent attempts at digging new wells have all proven 
unsuccessful. 


{Two years ago, in the month of May, a spring of 
considerable size was discovered at a distance of about 
1500 feet from the school. Acting on the advice of the 
Agent this spring was uncovered and a casing 8 feet in 
diameter and 9 feet deep was d4nstalled where the flow of 
water seemed to be the largest. 


CANADA 
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It took 9 hours with two sludge pumps to empty 
this casing. It was calculated that the flow was about 480 


gallons per hour. 


In August, 1938, your Mr. Dempster was asked to 
make a report on this well and on the feasibility of installing 
a pipe line from the well to the school, a distance, as stated 
above, of 1500 feet. Mr. Dempster was also asked to submit 
an alternate proposal. His report dated August 1 goes into 
all the details of, first, the construction of a pipe line, 
and, secondly, into a method of using the water without the 
pipe line. It was proposal No. 2 which was accepted by the 
Department, the reasons for this being twofold; first, the 
funds available at the time were not large enough to install 
a pipe line, and, secondly, it was deemed advisable to test 
the flow of water from the well before spending any large 
amount on piping the water to the school. In the meantime 
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the sua of $1,500.90 which micht be utilized to 
undertake this work, and I am today in recei»t of 

a letter from the General Superintendent of Catholic 
Indian Missions, in which he states that the Oblate 
Order would be prepare’ to undertake the work and 
complete it this fall, on the understanding that 
revision for the additional amount would be made 

n the estimates of next year. They have mace the 
suggestion that they would be groveres to complete 
the work if we continued to allow them the £40.00 
er month that has been al'ored them in recent years 
‘or the hauling of water. This arrangement however 
in my judgment would be in no sense satisfactory. 


It is rettable that we heve been 
revented until now from subnitting this matter 
you for consideration owing to our inability to 
Giscuss the project with ea representative of t 
Catholic Chureh. In view of the lateness of the 
season, therefore, I would recommend, subject to the 
approval of the Minister, that the Chureh Authorities 
be authorized to proceed with this work, at a cost 
not to exceed $2,985.00. This work in the main 
Consists of excavation of s011 to a depth of 8 ft. 
and installation of 1600 lineal feet of f-inch pipe- 
line. It is just possible thet we may be able to 
pay an amount in excess of $1,500 from this year's 
appropriation, but, shoul? it be found impossible 
to do so, I recommend that the amount exceeding the 
appropriation of $1,500.90 now available be included 
in the 1941-42 estimates.

In view of the lateness of the 
season, therefore, I would recommend, subject to the 
approval of the Minister, that the Church Authorities 
be authorized to proceed with this work, at a cost 
not to exceed $2,985.00. This work in the main 
consists of excavation of soil to a depth of 8 ft. 
and installation of 1800 lineal feet of 2-inch pipe- 
line. It is just possible that we may be able to 
pay an amount in excess of $1,500 from this year's 
appropriation, but, should it be found impossible 
to do so, I recommend that the amount exceeding the 
appropriation of $1,500.00 now available be included 
in the 1941-42 estimates.

When our school principals buy gasoline 
directly from the oil companies they get it at a whole- 
sale price, and do not pay the Sales Tax. That is a 
considerable economy and one which our schools, under 
the present difficult conditions obtaining in the country 
cannot be lightly overlooked.

Father Tetreult also states some laundry equipment is badly needed, 
which is absolutely essential, and I know he is right because between the 
children and eff there is somewhere in the neighborhood of ninety people 
there. He states 2 small high pressure boiler, a drying tumbler, and a water 
softener are required for the school. The water softener is needed because 
the water is so hard they have to melt snow during the Winter time with which 
to wash and the clothes have to be dried during the Winter time in the halls 
of the schoole He further states one of the sisters died some years ago and 
one nearly lost her life recently due to what he believes is over-exertion, 
and you can readily understand the Sisters have to work hard carrying baskets 
full of wet clothes all over the school during the Winter time so that they 
ean be hung up to drys Also, they have to use hard water for the boiler and 
as a result of this the flues are gradually corroding, therefore it will not 
be long before the boiler will have to be re-flued.

I have your letter of the 29th ultimo, with 
reference to your recent inspection of the St. Philips 
Residential School. 


In the second paragraph of your letter you 
mention that among the expenditures made by the Principal 
one vas for building a drying-room. In the last paragraph 
of page 2 of your letter, you again refer to drying the 
clothes upstairs. These two statements do not appear to 
coincide, especially in view of the fact that on November 
3, 1942, Indian Agent Bryant wrote us and explained the 
airciculty revarding drying clothes and advised that the 
schoul manazement was prepared to provide a now drying- 
room over the present pump-house, on the condition that 
we would supply the material recuired. ‘e supplied the 
material in Novenber, 1942, at an approximate cost of 
$300.00. If the school management proceeded with the 
work, as was apparently intended from the correspondence 
just mentioned, I feel that they should have a room that 
could be used for drying clothes.

The funds at our disposal at the present time 
will not permit considering the purchase of a drying tumbler 
at a cost of $550 and a steam boiler at a cost of {445.

I am pleased to know that you found it possible 
to interview the towm of Kamsack with a view to having the 
rate for electricity reduced. In this connection I may say 
that while the arrangement regarding the electricity was 
made by the Department for both the Residential School, the 
Cote Day School and also the agency buildings, the Principal 
of the St. Philips Residential School, at the time the 
arrangement was first made, was fully aware of, the conditions 
and acquiesced in them.

The second question is thet of the natural gas found on the 
property of the school. last Sundey search was made by & man employed 
by the Companies drilling for gas near Kemsack. This man also works 
for different Companies in Alberta to find gas or oil. With his 
instrument he immediately found a large field of nat iral gas extending 
west, South-west and south of the school. The gas would be in great 
abundance according to him. The depth wou}d be about 800 feet deep 
at the most and most probably less said he. The cost of drilling 
might be $4.00 a foot, Next would come the piping to the school. 
This would mean about 1/4 of mile long or more of pipe. Due to the 
depth of the gas it would give better service than in Kamsack, more 
pressure. According to Mr. Mills of Kamsack a three inch pipe would 
be sufficient for our needs. He will give me an estimate of the 
piping cost. If you desire to heve it I shall send it to you.

What a blessing this would be for our institutton. The fuel 
wood is practically all gone from the Reserve. This winter I wanted 
300 cords of wood. I may have now on hand about 150, So I am short 
of fuel right now for next winter. In a few years we will have to 
buy coal. 


If the Department could pay the initial cost, some arrangement 
could be made to refund a part of the cost, little by little.

This room is for the purpose of housing the dryer, etc. and if you 
N ‘bwill look at the plan of the school you will see that the school is a three- 
yy storey building and the front of the school and a wing one-storey above the 
\ ground run back from the centre of the building. The drying room is built in 
the corner where the one-storey building joins the three-storey building. 
However, I am writing to Agent Brysnt and asking him to send you a sketch 
showing where this room was built on to the school.

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Naturally as I have said above, the room in question is more or 
less useless without a tumbler. I have discussed this with the Principal of 
the School and the Sister Superior, and after thinking the matter over 
carefully I believe the most important items for the school at the present 
time sre the drying tumbler and the steam boiler. We conan let the water softener 
wait for another year if necessary.

Referring to the boiler end my recent report I only mentioned the 
difference between the vertical boiler and the horizontal boiler because the 
boiler inspector is of the opinion that a horizontal boiler would be much better 
than a verticel one. However, thet is something for experts to atteni to. I 
know how necessary this equipment is to the school and I think if you and I were 
in charge of the school we would see thet it is prectically impossible to get 
along without the proper equipment when 2 school is housing up to 100 people. 


In conclusion I might say I am only trying to stress the importance 
of the situation and I would think that it wouldbe well for our Brench to go 
into the matter with the Church Authorities. If we have not enough money to 
spend on the school this year, instead of leaving the matter in abeyance for 
another year surely the Church authorities might put up some money to instel 


the equipment that is necessary.++-

In referense to your notation on Dr. MoeGill's 
memorandum to you of August 26th last, regarding specifications 
for a water softener, we have obtained the following in- 
formation from Mr. Gow:-

In this connection, Mr. Gow states that the Indian 
Affairs Branch should be interested primarily in softening 
the water to prevent the yoneé deterioration and replacement 
of metal piping, heating boilers, hot water boilers, high 
pressure steam boilers and certain laundry equipment, ani 
secondarily - although this would be of primary importence 
to the school authorities - in having softened water for 
washing and laundry pesessees The average daily consumption 
for these purposes should not exeeed 1000 Imperial gallons 
with a peak of 2500 gallons on wash days. + the 
use of softened water to these Fino | would necessitate 
alterations in the piping, ani the cost of this eould only 
be determined after an inspection. The difference in the 
use of salt between a daily softening of 4000 andi 1000 
Imperial gallons would be about 57 lbs., or a saving of 
$0.75 per day. This would justify a considerable expenditure 
on alterations to the piping. He further suggests that a 
twin unit should be installed so that no untreated water 
would be used in the equipment mentioned above, although 
he realizes that it may be more difficult to secure a permit 
for a double unit than for a single unit.

For on this statement was built the arguement 
for refusing this wuter softener. Such an argugment does not stund for I 
am positive tha? we do not use so much water. For example:1I have not water- 
ed the luwn once this summer,and very little water will ever be used for 
thet purpose. 

It is stated again in that information of lir.Gow thet:" Alterations in 
the piping " would be necesuary. It seems to me that very little alteration 
would be needed. For the water softeners should be connected only on the 
hot water system . For the hot water ie used for cookigg and laundry,and it 
the hot water that deteriorates the metal and piping.

In reference to your notation on Dr. McGill's 
memorandum of the 8th instant, regurding the proposed water 
softener for this school, Mr. Gow states that Mr. i/allace 
will be available to examine the water supply system and report 
as to what alterations are necessary and the materials that 
will be ad) ap The cost of the inspection, if railway 
transportation is used, would be about $35.00, but if it is 
desired before the end of this month, it could be done in 
conjunction with the visit to the hydrometrio stations in 
that district, and the cost would be about $25.00, inoluding 
car mileage allowance. We would suggest that the latter 
course be folloved, and thet the inspection be made as soon 


as possible. 


Mr. Gow states that in his opinion considerable 
alterations to the piping will be necessary, and that it is 
very desirable that cold softened water be supplied to both 
the kitehen and the laundry. He also stetes that it is a 
fact that the school has been operating for several years 
past without a water softener during 4 period when softeners 
were procurable on request, and it is his understanding that 
the Metal Controller's regulations were designed to make 
impossible the installation of equipment under such ciroum- 
stanees.

My dear friend, 


‘During the course of our conversation this morning, 
I mentioned the necessity in which I find myself of providli 
larger accommodation for one of the Indian sidential Schools 
of which I am in charge as Provincial of the Oblate Fathers for 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan. 


This school 1s known as St. Philips Indian Resi- 
dential School, and was built in the fiscal year 1927-28. At 
that time no adequate provision was made in the building for a 
laundry. As a result, primitive methods had to be use in 
handling the washing and during the winter months it was necessary 
to carry all the wet wash up two and three flights of stairs where 
the clothes were hung in halls and dormitories until they were dry. 
Of course, in the summer the clothes were hung outside. 


Conditions just mentioned had become so ravated 
that in the summer of 1943 the Department was requested to supply 
some modern laundry equipment and also a small quantity of material 
to enlarge the boiler room. There is an authorized Pops age of 
70 and for some time past we have had this number in attendance. 
When the new laundry machinery arrived it was found that to provide 
the necessary space fr it would still further cramp the quarters 
required for the pupils and the staff. 


The management of the school consulted me and for the 
past few weeks very careful consideration has been given to what 
could be done to remedy the situation in such a manner that proper 
working of the school could be facilitated. 


We feel that the only manner in which to provide the 
necessary additional accommodation is by the erection of a 
Spercsie se 60 feet pn by 28 feet wide. It has been esti- 
mated that the materials for this addition would cost not more 
than $6000. We feel that the erection of this wing would be a 
permanent solution of our difficulties and I, therefore, trust 
that it will be found possible to provide the funds for the

On the 4th of April I wrote you 
concerning a grant requested by Reverend Father M. 
Lavigne, 0.M.I., Provincial of the Oblate Fathers 
in Saskatchewan, and enclosing copy of a letter which 
the Reverend Father has sent me on the 28th of March. 
Your answer was dated April 11th. 


You explained in that letter that 
many schools on the Indian reserves had been destroyed 
by fire during the last 4 or 5 years. The general 
policy may be all right, but when discussing a specific 
case, it is hard to explain the refusal of the Department. 
I am convinced that the extension at the St. Philips 
School is not only necessary, but is of a compulsory 


nature if the work of that school is to be carried out 
in an adequate manner. 


May I suggest that if your Department 
could not grant the whole of the $6,000. this year, 
perhaps you could make an expenditure of $3,000. in the 
present fiscal year with an understanding that in next 
year's estimate the balance of $3,000 would be provided. 


I believe I have a good case and 
would feel very sorry if I did not succeed in getting 
at least part of my demand. All you may do to help me 
in this matter will be very highly appreciated.

In educational effort, policy should be 
clearly defined and easily understood at all times 

The setup of the estimates should be designed to 
facilitete educstionel policy and expedite the program 
agreed upon from yeer to yeer. In this connection may 

I refer again to my memorandum to you dated May 21, 1940. 
We are, in my judgment, repidly reeching the crisis in 
the educational rork of this Division that I anticipated 
when I prepared thet memorandum. I would not be fair 

to myself if I did not state thet I find existing demands 
and existing regulations increasinzly exacting, with the 
result that over a yeer ago I reached the conclusion 

that I had neither the ability, temperament nor patience 
for my present position. 


Re. A. Hoey 
Supt. of Yelfare *% Training. 
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e of the Principal for the construction of a vell was 
finally rejected and it is my understanding that the 
Oblate Order are now engaged in the boring of a well at 
this school. 


A few weeks ago it was decided to proceed with 
the construction of an Indian day school at the recently 
established Indian reserve at Calstock, Ont. This de- 
cision was reached on the understanding that the matertals,- 
Lumber, cement, roofing, flooring, etc., vould be purchased 
from funds available in the 1942-44 estimates, end the 
materials have been already purchased. However, I have 
recently received e memorandum from the Chief Tressury 
Officer, in which he states that payment for these supplies 
cannot be made from the 1942-44 estimates and must be 
cerried over into the present fiscel year. This neans that 
if we are to proceed with the construction of the school 
at Calstock, funds already set apart for repeirs urgently 
needed at schools already in operation will have to be used 
for new construction. In vier of these facts, I cannot 
possibly see how we can proceed with the construction of an 
addition to the 8t. Philips School. Such action would, I 
feel convinced, result in a storm of criticism, but this 
fact in itself should not in any way influence ovr decision. 
I aw convinced thet from an educational standpoint there 
are a nuaber of districts far more in need of additional 
school accommodation than the St. Philips School is at this 
date or is likely to be at any time during the years immed- 
iately ahead of us. However, this is a matter on which 
there may be a difference of opinion, 
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Indian Affairs. 


You are ewsre that we heave, in our educational 
estimates from year to years certain unexpended balances, 


ané I am disposed to think that despite the urgent need 

for repairs at a number of ovr schools and the ecually urgent 
need for new construction, our unexpended balances this year 
will be quite substantial. This is due to the present setup 
of our estimates and the impossibility of maki transfers 
from time to time from the B section of our estimates to 

the & section. If the design of ovr present setup is to 

save money, regardless of the educctional needs of the 
Indien population, the setup is certainly succeeding and 
perhaps to an extent far bm ue the original intention. 

I have been making a ceref survey of the estimates prov- 
ided for educational work in the provinces. I know of no 
setup so unworkable in practice es our present setup 
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residential schools, all of whom resigned during the 
present month. 


The representatives of the Church of England 
have been informed on a number of occasions during the 
last two years thet no funds were likely to be avoilable 
for new construction until the immediate post-war period. 
In view of this fact, the 4.5.C.C. are now engaged in 
the construction, at their om expense, a school at 
Carcrose, Yukon Territory, to replace the school destroyed 
by fire on April 17, 1939. They are engaged, also at their 
ow expense, in the construction of a school at Fort George, 
Gue., to replace the one destroyed by fire on January 26, 
1943, A somewhat similar statement has been made to 
representatives of the Home Mission Board of the United 
Church, with the result that this church is now using the 
dormitories st the File Hills Residential School for class- 
room purposes. This fact means that the beds and bedding 
have to be removed from these dormitories each morning and 
replaced each night. At Alberni they sre using the basement 
of the new sehool, which should ordinarily be used as a wash- 
room, for classroom work. There is at present an enrolment 
of 244 pupils at this school. The @ifficulty in maxing 
provision for such a large group in the basement of a build- 
ing can be easily realized. 


We have not, as you know, a single government- 
owned school either in the Yukon Territory or in the Stikine 
Agency in B. C. Bishop Coudert, at the time of his last 
visit to the Department, urged upon me the necessity of 
establishing at least one residential school in northern 
British Colusbia and a program that would aim at the 
repair and complete reconstruction of a number of Indian 
day schools in his diocese, all of which have been con- 
structed by the Church. [I told the Bishop quite frankly 
that no provision hed been mede in our estimates of this 
year for such construction work and that in my jucgment 
the educational needs of the district should be very care- 
fully reviewed and provision made for the schools necessary 
in the Government's post-war building program. 


You are already familiar vith the requests re- 


ceived and discussed from time to time with respect to 
the water supply at the Peigan B.C. School, The request 
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a few weeks ago. At the time of his visit he informed 

us that during a rain storm the water poured through the 
walls on the south side of this school. The Surveys and 
Engineering Branch have, I understand, undertaxen an 
investigation, with the object of having these walls 
treated with a rubber preparation, and it is altogether 
likely that we shall receive a recommendation to proceed 
with this work at once. fowever, no provision has been 
made in this year's estimates for such work, In addition 
to this, we are now in receipt of 2 memorandum from the 
Surveys and Engineering Branch, dated April °5, in which the 
recommendation is made that we proceed with certain repairs 
at the Alberni Residential School, somewhat along the Lines 
needed at Shubenacadie, The initial cost of this work will 
amount to $#2,88°. In view of the fact that this school was 
constructed only three years ago, we did not anticipate an 
expenditure of this character and included in this year's 
estimates only the sum of 2975.90 for repairs and the 
purchase of equipment at this school. In addition to the 
repairs which appear to be urgently needed at Alberni, it 
4s possible that serious consideration will have to be given 
to a request recently received from the United Church that 
the Government assume responsibility for the accumulated 
qeene*ens deficit. Dr. Dorey, in a letter dseted April 20, 
1944, states:- 


"The financial situation at Alberni is a most 
serious one and, what is more, it is getting worse all the 
time. With the present setup the school cannot and will 
not make ends meet. There is a deficit at the present time 
of at least $6,000 and this is only half the story, for all 
the stocks are badly depleted.

It 
would appear to me that now that a break is being made it 
is the only logical thing to face the situation and at 
lease give the new man a fighting chance to deal with the 
problem without being hamstrung by debt. .... If you think 
we should present the case to the Minister personally, wire 
me when I could see him. I think this matter should be 
straightened out very soon", 


I may add that the Principal of the Alberni 
Bchool, Rev. R. C. Seott, was one of three principals of 
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Ottara, April 27, 1944.

I bp pe that I find myself unable to draft a 
goose for the signature of the Winister to the Honourable 
Ur. Fournier's letter of April 21. It seems to me that 
the decision as to whether or not we shall proceed with 
the construction of an addition to the St. Philips 
Residential School is one that should be made by the 
Minister or by his immediate advisers. 


May I point out that no provision has been made 
in the 1944-45 estimates for an expenditure such as the 
one requested, and if a decision is reached to proceed 
with the construction, then a supplementary estimate will 


be necessary. 


You may remember that the Onion Lake (C.F.) 
Residential School was destroyed by fire toward the end of 
the last calendar year. A decision was reached at that 
time whereby the representatives of the Chureh of FPneland 
were authorized to use St. Alban's College, Prince Albert, 
for residential school purposes, until the Onion Lake 
School could be rebuilt. This decision resulted in an 
outlay of %14,294.00, for which no provision had been made, 
with the resuit that we were compelled to take this amount 
from the comparatively small appropriation set apart for 
the repair and upkeep of other residential schools, It is 
our intention st the moment to do all that is humanly 
possible, with the limited funds at our disposal, to under- 
take certain repairs at our schools that we vere unable to 
undertake during the last fiscal year.

I received your telegram of the 5th 
instant, suggesting the transfer of the water softeners 
from the Qu'Appelle School to the 8t. Philips Residen- 
tial School. I immediately wired the Qu! Appelle 
School and ascertained that the water softeners they 
have were installed when the building was erected, 
about 10 years ago. While the Principal of the 
Qu'Appelle School states they are in good condition, 
he further advises that if they are removed he will 
require one of a larger capacity. 


The type of softener ordered for the 
8t. Philips School was decideé following information 
received from the Surveys and Engineering Branch, We 
were advised by them that the softener ordered would 
be suitable for softening the water that you have at 
the St. Philips School. There is no guarantee that the 
softeners at present at the Qu! Appelle School would be 
suitable for the St. Philips School. Besides, if the 
softeners are transferred, we would simply have to 
secure another softener for Qu'Appelle. We have given 
very careful consideration to your request, but we 
cannot see our way clear to authorize the transfer. 
As previously stated, I am extremely sorry that there 
has been such a delay in securing the water softener 
for your school, but this is due to circumstances beyond 
our control, although we are making every possible 
endeavour to have the softener shipped as soon as con- 
ditions will permit.

In my report during my visit to the St. Philips School last 
year I indicated the need of immediate repairs to the barn, the reconstruction 
of a larger pig pen and the construction of a root cellar. I would therefore 
recommend that approval be granted for the purchase of necessary material 
to do this work as well as the purchase of 25 gals. of barn red paint and 
5 gals. of white for trim. All the work, of course, will be done by members 
of the staff without cost to the Department. 


Indian Affairs. 


Regerding the frigidaire, you will recall that I mentioned 
Father Tetrault was badly in need of this equipment so that meat could be 
properly kept. However, I am not sure if the suggested construction is 
practical and I had no idea that the cost would be, as estimated, $1088.81. 
Perhaps Mr. Doucett may have some ideas on the proper construction of an insulated 
box which could be operated with the frigidaire unit, the cost of which should 
be a great deal less than the amount estimated. Further consideration, therefore, 
should be given to the proper box to be installed. In the meantime, however, I 
would suggest that the other work be proceeded with and would recommend that the 
materials be supplied.

You are advised that on January 19th, 
Hoey forwarded a memorandum to this Division, in which a 
request was made to have our Mr. Hargreaves visit the 
above on one of his trips to tie West.

While at the Gordon's School on his recent 
visit to Punnichy, Mr. Hargreaves was authorized to go 
to Kamsack at the urgent request of Mr. Ostrander, and 
the following report covers the result of his inspection. 


Complete data was obtained with regard to the 
mechanical services, although no compleints were noted 
in connection with the functioning of either the heating 
or domestic hot water systems outside the boiler room. 


The building is heated by a two-pipe low pres- 
gure steam heating system, which is served by one low 
pressure 50 H.-P. steel fire-box boiler, fired with wood 
in four-foot lengths. The boiler is over twenty-seven 
years old and has shown signs of failure for several 
years. The Provincial Boiler Inspector has ordered various 
repairs after his yearly inspections, and the unit has now 
reached the stage where no further satisfactory or lasting 
repairs can be made. From 1944 to 1947 inclusive, the 
Boiler Inspector's reports have summarized the condition 
of the boiler from fair to very poor. Pitting at the 
lower section of the boiler hes resulted in many thin spots 
in the boiler plate and any further attempts at patching 


would be impracticable.

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It was found that one new wing had been added to 
the building and that one or two future extensions are con- 
templated, all of which must be taken care of by the boiler 
plant. This, coupled with the isolated location of the 
school, justifiea a two boiler installation, each boiler 
having an approximate capacity to handle eighty per cent 
(80%) of the entire load. With such an arrangement, future 
repairs to either one of the boilers could be made at any 
time without shutting down the system. It was also noted 
that the original plans made no provisions for removing 
any equipment from the boiler room.

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It is our recommendation, therefore, that the 
following operations be carried out as soon as possible 
after the close of the present heating season. 


1. Enlarge the present boiler and fuel room and 
provide proper entrance to same. 


2. Remove existing worn-out boiler and replace 
with two new low pressure steam steel fire- 
box boilers, each having a net stoker fired 
rating of 3058 sq. ft. E.D.R. 


Provide two under-feed stokers ranged for 
single hopper and of a type suitable for 
burning lignite coal at a rate of not less 
than 180 lbs. per hour when operating at high 
speed. 


Replace existing boiler return trap and air 
eliminator with one new condensation return 
pump. 


Make necessary changes to boiler room piping 
to accommodate the new installation. 


To carry out the above operations and have the 
Plant ready for service by next fall, tenders should be 
called for as soon as possible and work started shortly 
thereafter. It is estimated that an approximate amount 
of $15,000.00 would cover the installation, and it is 
expected that competitive prices could be obtained from 
several firms in the area. 


If Indian Affairs have funds to apply to the 
work recommended, this Division will undertake the pre- 
peration of layouts and specifications which will un- 
doubtedly be a basis for a more accurate estimate of

To carry out the minimum requirements one new 
steel low pressure steam heating boiler must be installed 
and some alterations to the coal bin mst be made in 
order to provide access doors large enough to admit the 
new boiler and to provide coal storage. 
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The School authorities reported to our heating 
engineer that the wood used for fuel was becoming somewhat 
of a problem as it's source was gradually receding, thus

In our original memorandum of April 17th, which was 
prepared after our Mr. Hargreaves had inspected the school, 
provision was made for enlarging the fuel room which was to 
be carried as part of the contract. The recommendations in- 
cluded two boilers and twe stokers, along with the necessary 
auxiliary equipment, andi our estimate wes given as $15,000.00. 


In Mr. Hoey's memorandum of April 26th, he advised 
that it would not be possible to provide that amount from this 
years appropriation and that they were prepared to purchase 
one new boiler only. Since the work was considered urgent, our 
plans were revised to include one boiler and one stoker and to 
provide only the minimum of structural changes, which involved 
the enlarging of one door and the installation of one new door 
in order to permit the old boiler to be taken out and the new 
boiler to be taken in. As a result of this re-design, our es- 
timate was brought down to $8,000.00, and in a subsequent memo- 
randum from Mr. Hoey dated June 10, he agreed that this sum 
could be provided. Consequently tenders were called and the 
lowest bid was received from Messrs Neale Stotbard and Chapman, 
of Brandon, which was for the sum of $7,702.69. 


Since the wrk had not been started when our heating 
engineer left for an inspection trip through the West, it was 
not considered necessary to have him call at Kamsack, as no pur- 
pose could be served. When the work is completed, it is expected 
that he will visit the school to make an inspection before final

The following extracts from the Boiler & Pressure Vessel Act 1948, are 
particularly drawn to your attention. 


Section 14 An inspection certificete may set forth repairs or alternations to be made 
in, upon or in connection with any boiler, pressure vessel or plant, and the owner shall 
cause such repairs to be executed forthwith. 


Section 17 Every inspection certificate shall he posted in a conspicuous place in the 
plant or near the boiler or pressure vessel to which it relates and shall be produced by 
the owner or other person responsible for or in immediate charge of such boiler, pressure 
vessel. or plant upon demand of an inspector. 


Section 20 (1) No owner shall cause or permit any high pressure boiler or steam plant to 
be operated unless : 

(a) a chief engineer who holds a certificate entitling him to operate such boiler 
or steun plant as chief engineer, and who is not responsible for the operation of any 
other boiler or steam plant, is responsible for and personally supervises the operation 
thereof; and 

(b) either such chief engineer or a shift engineer who holds a certific ate 
entitling him to operate such boiler steam plant as shift engineer is in immediate 
charge thereof and the chief engineer, shift engineer or some other person acting under 
the direct supervision of the chief engineer or shift engineer is in personal attendance 
on the boiler at all times, whether or not any such boiler is equipped with automatic 
control, 


(2) Subject to subsection (%), no owner shall cause or permit any low pressure boiler or 
steam plant having 2 capacity of twenty horse power or more to be operated unless a 
person who holds a certificate entitling him to operate such boiler or steam plant is 
responsible for the ration thereof and in personal attendance thereon at all times. 


(3) A low pressure boiler having a capacity of not more than seventy-five horse power 
which is equipped with an automatic low-water cut-out device approved by an inspector 
and designed to shut off the fuel fire in the event of low water, may be left unattended 
and in operation for a period not exceeding ten consecutive hours if: 

(a) the safety valve is set to relieve at not more than fifteen pounds to the 
square inch; 

(b) the safety valve and automatic low-water cut-out device are tested daily to 
ensure their efficient operation; 

(c) the automatic low-water cut-out device is installed in such manner that it 
cannot be rendered inoperative by the manipulation of any manual control or regulating 
apparatus and the water colwm, water glasc and the float chamber of the cut-out device 
may be thoroughly blown out each day. 


Section 27 Every owner of « boiler, pressure vessel or plant shall provide and keep at 
all times in a readily accessible location an adequately equipped first aid kit for the 
treatment of minor injuries and shall produce such first aid kit upon demand of an 
inspector, 


Our inspectors report that in some instances owners are employing persons 
to operate boilers who do not hold certificates issued under the Act and we sincerely 
hope that after receipt of this notice such violations will be corrected making further 
action unnecessary. 


Your full co-operation in respect to all the requirements of the Act is 
solicited in the interests of public safety and will be greatly appreciated,

It is customary in our residential schools where such type of escape 
is used for the larger boys and the larger girls to assist the 
smaller boys and the smaller girls in using this type of escape, 
and no difficulty has been found. So far as the larger boys and 
the larger girls are concerned, they have plenty of practice in 
the use of such a fire escape and rather enjoy the practice, with 
no fear whatever. Actually, these larger children reach the 
ground more quickly by the pole type than they would by the stair 
type. However, when the requisition in this connection is received = 
I shall forward it to the Department for further consideration.

The following extracts from the Boiler & Pressure Vessel Act 1948, are 
particularly drawn to your attention. 


Section 14 An inspection certificete may set forth repairs or alterations to be made 
in, upon or in connection with any boiler, pressure vessel or plant, and the ower shall 
cause such repairs to be executed forthwith. 


Section 17 Every inspection certificate shall be posted in a conspicuous place in the 
plant or near the boiler or pressure vessel to which it relates and shall be produced by 
the owner or other person responsible for or in immediate charge of such boiler, pressure 
vessel. or plant upon demand of an inspector, 


Section 20 (1) No owner shall cause or permit, any high pressure boiler or steam plant to 
be operated unless : 

(a) 2 chief engineer who holds a certificate entitling him to operate such boiler 
or stewm plant as chief engineer, and who is not responsible for the operation of any 
other boiler or steam plant, is responsible for end personally supervises the operation 
thereof; and 

(b) either such chief engineer or a shift engineer who holds a certificate 
entitling him to operate such boiler or steam plant as shift engineer is in immediate 
charge thereof and the chief engineer, shift engineer or some other person acting under 
the direct supervision of the chief engineer or shift engineer is in personal attendance 
on the boiler at all times, whether or not any such boiler is equipped with automatic 
control, 


(2) Subject to subsection (Z), no owner shall cause or permit any low pressure boiler or 
steam plant having « capacity of lorse por or more to be operated unless a 
person who holds a certificate entitling him to operate such boiler or steam plant is 
responsible for the operation thereof and in personal attendance thereon at all times. 


(3) A low pressure boiler having a capacity of not more than seventy-five horse power 
which is equipped with an automatic low-water cut-out device approved by an inspector 
and designed to shut off the fuel fire in the event of low water, may be left unattended 
and in operation for a period not exceeding ten consecutive hours if: 

(a) the safety valve is set to relieve at not more than fifteen pounds to the 
square inch; 

(b) the safety valve and autom itic low-water cut-out device are tested daily to 
ensure their efficient operation; 

(c) the automatic low-water cut-out device is installed in such manner that it 
cannot be rendered inoperative by the manipulation of any manual control or regulating 
apparatus and the water colwm, water glass and the float chamber of the cut-out device 
may be thoroughly blown out each day. 


Section 27 Every owner of a boiler, pressure vessel or plant shall provide and keep at 
all times in a readily accessible location an adequately equipped first aid kit for the 
treatment of minor injuries and shall produce such first aid kit upon demand of an 
inspector. 


Our inspectors report that in some instances owners are employing persons 
to operate boilers who do not hold certificates issued under the Act and we sincerely 
hope that after receipt of this notice such violations will be corrected making further 
action unnecessary, \ 


Your full co-operation in respect to all the requirements of the Act is 
solicited in the interests of public safety and will be greatly appreciated,

Indian education is a subjeot that has, Iam sure 
given our department and all who are really interested in 
the indians, very serious thought, the problems are many 
and it would appear that there 4s still room for some impro- 
venient in our present set up. Very few of the day schools 
have qualified teachers and I think these should be employed 
by the department and not by any church organization 1f we 
are going to get suitable men and women for this very impor- 
tant work. A day sohool teacher could be employed for the 
full 12 months, and they should devote considerable in orga- 
nizing sports and healthy recreation for the young people.

You will notice in the letter of Chief Thunderchild, 
dated the 19th January last, what he says with resard to the 
School being outside of the Reserve, and as lone as it is out- 
side of the reserve I do not see thut he has any just reason 
to camplains In fact, I do not see that his complaint is 
well grounded anyway. 


However, the grant having heen agreed upon and pro- 
vided, end the Church authorities having bem advised of it, 

I do not think that there is any reason why it should not be 
paid. 

Mr. Scott appears to have been wrong in stating that 
no money had been provided for buildings, as on page 46 of the 
Statutes of 1900 you will note an item of $3300 for buildings 
and pupils on Thunderchild's Reserve. 

I think that the Accountant should follow the same 
practice with regard to the description of Votes in this case, 
from time to time, as it will save a good deal of trouble.

To meet the boarding 
school requirements the Roman Catholics have estab= 
lished 17 schools,towards th 1intenance of which the 
Department makes provision for 617 pupils; while the 
Protestants with over 500 more adherents,have only 
15 schools and prowision for but 468 pupils, This 
surely shows no unjust discrimination against the 
Roman Catholics. I think that in dealing with all re= 
ligious school questions,the Department is justified 
in taking a bwoad view of the treatment meted out to 
the different denominations. The Methodists and the

Honourable Mr.Meishen, 


In December, of last year, Rev.Father Grandin, 
who has supervision of the Roman Catholic boarding senools 
in Saskatchewan and Alberta, asked whether, if an addition 
were built to the Thunderchild's boarding senool at Delmas, 
Sask., the Department would increase the pupilage of the 
institution. I replied, asking for definite information 
as to the extent of the proposed enlargement, so that I 
might Know what financial obligation would be involved, 

I have just received a communication from Father Grandin, 
submitting a sketch of an addition which would accommodate 
40 or more pupils. 


The total population of the Battleford aszency 
is 882, of whom 384 are Roman Catholics. Our last census 
showed a Roman Catholic school pupilase of 157, with 170 
children under six years of age. There is only one day 
school in operation on the azency, on Poundmaker's 
reserve. A few years ago the Thunderchild and Moosomin 
bands, near Rattleford, surrendered their reserves, which 
were sold and they moved a number of miles northward to new 
reserves, On the new Thunderchild reserve no day school 
has been established, On the new Moosomin reserve we con- 
lucted a day school under the auspices of the Roman 
catholic Church for about four years, but it was un- 
successful, and was closed two years azo. It will thus 
be seen that a residential school with a capacity of 90 
would hardly be sufficient to provide for the needs of the 
Roman Catholic mildren of the agency. 


The present pupilase of this scnool is 50, with 
a per capita grant of $145.00, The additional pupilage 
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asked for would, therefore, entail an increased annual 
expenditure of $5,800. We would not be called upon to 
make any payment before the December quarter, and can 
arrange for the increase involved from this year's 
appropriation. Next year, provision for the increase 
would be made in the Estimates. 


I feel that in view of the fact that the Church 
is willing to unuertake the cost of building under 
existing conditions, and having in mind our proposed 
compulsory attendance at residential schools, we should 
accede to Father Grandin's request, and I would suomit 


| the matter for your consideration, I have no doubt

I would partioularly draw attention 
to the portion of the report which states that 
the boys at the Thunderchild Boarding School 
receive no training in farming. It is altogether 
| wrong that boys should be kept at our Boarding 
Schoole until they are seventeen or eighteen 
yeara of age Without receiving this training, for, 
as I have pointed out in previous corres, ndencs, 
it is @ agrioulture and stock raising they must 
depend on for a living when they return to the 
reserves. I trust that steps will be taken 
to remedy this state of affaires which existe tot 
only at the above mentioned school, bat also 
at other Boarding Schools.

This school is situated at Delmas, on the Canadian 
National Railways. I visited this school on March the 15th 
and when there enquired into the question of land available 
for cultivation. Apart from the land occupied by the 
buildings and school grounds, there is 40 acres under 
cultivation and about 100 acres of prairie, part of which 
is bluffy and river banks. In all about 90 acres could be 
cultivated but if they break up any more land they will 
not have enough pasturage for their cows and there is no 
land in the vicinity which they can procure. 


The school is situated in a prosperous settlement where 
land values are high and to add to their holdings would 
entail a large expenditure. ‘They have 15 milch cows for 
which they purchase winter feed as they have no hay lands. 


The question of operating a farm at this school has 
been under consideration and I am submitting the foregoing 
information in order that you may be in possession of a 
knowledge of the situation as regards the land available. 


| 


There is stabling accomodation for their cows and if q 


they are provided with work horses further stabling will 
be required. 


The main building requires repainting and I noticed 
that the floors in two rooms will have to be renewed shortly. 


In a letter dated April 13th, 1926, Commissioner Graham 
makes the following remarks regarding the above report:- 


With regard to the Inspector's remarks about farming 
operations at the Thunderchild Boarding School. It seems 
to me that there is a problem here to face. 90 acres wi 
not by any means provide pasturage and sufficient land for 
a farm. If we pasture 20 head of cattle there it will take 
almost the 90 acres, to say nothing about grain growing 
land. Would the Department be disposed to buy some land? 
It appears to me that the school will never be a success 
if they have to purchase all the winter feed for their 
cattle. They cannot afford to do it. The report on the ~~ 
school is very satisfactory. Does this school building 
belong to the Department, and is the matter of re-painting 
it an obligation of the Governmant?

Purpose of Report 

Instructions were received from the Director, 
dated January 5,1934, to prepare a report on a proposed 
water supply pressure system for Thunderchild Indian 
(R.C.) School at Delmas,Sask. 

4n inspection was made by P.A.Fetterly of this 
staff on January 11. A consultation was also held with 
Mr.S.L.MacDonald, Indian Agent at Battleford,on the 
matter at the same time. 


Necessity for a New Water Supply. 
This school was founded in 1905. From that time 


to 1916 the water supply was of a primitive nature. In 


1916 the Canadian National Railway agreed to supply water 


through an extra pipe from their tank at Delmas. Water 


was pumped from the North Saskatchewan river, one mile 


to tne north, and 250 ft. below rail level, to the tank. 


A pipe was laid from the tank to the school, one-half 
mile. 

Recently, the Railway discontinued the use of 
their tank for Railway purposes, but agreed to rent the 


plant to the school. The cost to the school is over 


$70 per month for wages and maintenance. In addition to

the excessive cost, the water coming directly from the 
river, and lying in the tank, is naturally not very 
pure. ‘he present arrangement, therefore, is far from 
satisfactory. 


3. Location of Water Supply System 


The system must be placed in an outside 
basement similar to that in which the Delco Lignt 


System is housed further along the building as there 


is no room in the present basement. ‘The north and 
south sides of the building are very irregular in 
outline since the buildings which contain the school 
are of different sizes,although under an irregularly 
connected roof, additions having been made at various 


times.

basement at Thunderchild School. This basement is to 

be placed in an alcove on the west side of the building, 
and will be 30 ft. north and south against the present 
well and parallel to the length of the school. The north 
side of the alcove is 8' long and the south side 15 feet. 
The basement should be“squared" to a width of 15 feet. 


In addition a small alcove north of this Space, and 
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between it and an entry can be used for the pump 
and windmill. The superficial area of the new base- 
ment would be 30 ft. by 15 ft. with an added area 8 ft. 
square on the north west corner. ‘he west side will 
therefore be 38 feet long. 

In the main portion will be placed two 
48" pressure tanks, parallel to each other and lying 
north and south. The well, pump jack and gasoline 
engine will be suitably located in the north-western 
portion of the basement. A ten foot windmill will be 
erected on a 40 foot steel tower directly over the 
well. Three of the legs of the windmill (8 ft.apart) 
would be on solid ground. ‘The south-eastern leg would 
be on a concrete post. This windmill is to be used as 
auxilliary power. } 

It might be mentioned that the basement 
wall on the east side of the alcove is only 18" deep. 
The south side, 15 ft.long is also only 18" deep. Only 
the north side, 8' wide, is 8 feet deep. 

The pressure system will be connected 
directly with the plumbing system already installed. The 
main feed pipe is 10 feet east of the alcove wall, under 
the building. 

ents for School 
Pather Allard stated that 120 persons of 
all grades inhabit the school. It was ascertained that 
St.Barnabas (C of E) School at Onion Lake,Sask., used 


20 gallons per capita during last summer's holidays,and 
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Poor Cory 


was measured by meter. The usual amount considered 
is 30 gallons. In this report 30 gallons will be 
used as an average. ‘he average requirements would 
then be 3600 gallons. Father Allard stated that he 
would be satisfied if the pump activated for 12 hours 
or even more. ‘the pumping capacity would then need to 
be about 300 gallons per hour. ‘The amount of water 
needed depends upon the care and economy with which it 
is used. The farm stock should be supplied from shallow 
wells now in existence. 

Incidently, most schools appear to pump 
their water in from 6 to 8 hours. 
Details of Construction 


(a) Wells. 


Water is not economically available from 
the Saskatchewan river because of the distance, difference 
in levels, possible impurity of the source and cost of 
maintenance. No springs being known in the vicinity, the 
only available source will consist of wells. 

Several shallow wells, about 20 to 30 feet 
deep have been sunk in the vicinity, one being within 
30 feet of the proposed basement. This well is 28 feet 
deep and 3 feet in diameter. The water is 2' deep and 
can be pumped out in a short time, yielding only about 
75 gallons at one pumping. Even two or three shallow 
wells would not be sufficient because of the paucity of 
water and uncertainty of supply. Two other similar wells, 


at least, exist within a few hundred feet nearer the 
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river. <A well 64 feet deep was sunk in the centre 

of the village of Delmas a few hundred feet to the 

west of the school for public purposes. This is said 

to contain the best water in the general vicinity. A 

sample of water from this well was obtained. An analysis 

will be made of this shortly by Calgary City Chemist. 
Another well was drilled to a depth of 300 


feet, four or five miles to the southeast and about 14 


miles south of the river, some time ago. This well yields 
a good flow of water. A well driller named Garrett, was 
evidently consulted by Father Allard, Principal, when 
preparing his original report and estimates ( a copy of 
which was sent to the indian Department). Mr.Garrett 
stated that he could guarantee a well with a flow of 


250 gallons per hour. Mr.Garrett evidently believes

that he can obtain a good flow at 250 or 3500 feet, which 
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is about the level of the river. 
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Considering the total available evidence, a

deep well would appear to be the best source for water. 
This well should be drilled in the north-west 


corner of the proposed basement and should be completed 


(RG 10, Volume 6337, File 663-5, part 2) 
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before any other work is done in order to insure that 
water will be available in sufficient volume. 
(bo) Basement. 
This will be constructed of reinforced 
concrete. It is suggested that the west wall be constructed 
of brick to facilitate possible removal of the tanks if 


this be ever found necessary. This suggestion is open to

with the existing basement to the northeast. 
present wall on the east, 50 feet long, is only 18" 
deep and will have to be removed. No basement exists 
on the east and south sides. ‘he south wall, 15 feet 
long, is also only 18" deep and will be treated 


similarly. ‘the north wall, for the east 8" is 8 deep, 


and need not be disturbed. A door will be constructed 


to this basement. ‘The west wall, 38 feet long and the 
west portion of the north wall will be of new construction. 
The floor will be at the same level as that 
of the main basement, and the ceiling will be at the same 
level as the top of the basement containing the Delco 


Light system. This is a few inches above the ground. 
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basement with the existing walls it will be necessary 
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to remove the sills or lower the walls. Of course,the 


west and south walls can be removed entirely as they 


are only 18" deep. 


It will be noted that when the tanks,engine, 
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etc.e, are placed in the room they can never be replaced 
without a certain amount of demolition. 
The basement will be heated from the school. 
{wo windows can be placed high on the west side and a 
door constructed at the north-east angle to allow 
communication with the present basement. 
(c) Gasoline Engine 
The power for pumping will be supplied by 
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a three-horse-power gasoline engine as an auxiliary 
power when a windmill cannot be used. The electrical 
energy at present in use in the school is supplied by a 
Delco Light system, consequently no electrical power is 
available for other uses. 


(4d) Pump-jack 
Tne well will be cased for the whole 


length with 5-5/8 inch casing. A 3" pipe will contain 


the 1-3/8" octagonal rods and the 2-3/4" working cylinder.

site before construction began.

General 


The material supplied, and the work done, in 
connection with the construction of the proposed water supply 
system are to be to the satisfaction of the Engineer-in- 
Charge, Water Power and Hydrometric Bureau, Calgary,Alberta. 
Only material of the best quality is to be used and wor! 
ship is to be also of the best quality. 

Location 

The School is situated in the town of Delmas, 
Saskatchewan, about 1/2 mile from the Canadian National Rail- 
way Station and siding. No difficulties will be met in 
freighting. 

Mature of Works 
The works consist of the drilling of a deep 

well, and the construction of a basement contiguous to 
Thunderchild Indian School, in accordance with plan supplied. 
this basement will contain pneumatic tanks, engine, and pump= 
jack. <A windmill will be constructed over the well for 
auxiliary power. The new pressure system will be connected 
with the present gravity system from the Railway Tank, a two- 
inch pipe from which runs under the building 10 feet east of 
the wall. 

(a) Excavation. 


The area will be excavated sufficiently 
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Foon Cory 


larger than the size of basement indicated 

on the plan to allow for construction of forms. 

The excavation of the cellar to the east of the 

proposed site does not enter into this contract. 
the present concrete platform will be 

removed and the portion of the present wall which 

is 18" deep will be removed or shored up, for 

deepening to 8° 

Well. 

The well shall be drilled before any 
other work is done. Water will be obtained in 
sufficient quantities to produce at least 300 
gallons per hour and 3600 gallons per day. It will 
probably be 250" to 300' deep. The hole will be 
straight and the casing properly placed. The cas- 
ing, plugged and reamed piping and rods will be of 
good material of approved manufacture. It will be 
located as shown on the plan. 

A log of the well shall be kept in order 
to ascertain the geological structure. 

Concrete. 

The concrete comprising of the basement 
and saddles shall consist of clean screened gravel, 
clean sand with the addition of Portland Cement in 
the proportions of one part cement, three parts 
sand and five parts gravel, except the top slab 
of the basement and the saddles which will consist 


of one, two and four parts respectively. One inch 
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of grout shall be placed between tanks and saddles. 


‘tthe ends of the reinforcing rods should 
be wired where feasible, and should not protrude. 

fhe finished work shall be trowelled 
smoothly. ‘the floor should be capable of drain- 
ing to the N.E.corner and thence to’ the main drains 
of the building. 

Gasoline Engine. 

The engine shall be capable of producing

The pump jack shall be of approved make 
and shall be capable of sustaining the load of 
pumping 300 gallons per hour against a head of 300 
feet (probable depth of well) and a pressur 
60 lbs. per sq.ineh.

(a) Concrete and Brickwork.

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is 16 feet wide and 30' to 38' long. These 
dimensions necessitate an 8" thickness for 
roof, with reinforcement 5" and 18" apart 
respectively. This roof will be occupied, 
as a door enters the building above the 
present concrete platforms but no vehicles 
or horses should ever be on it.

The three tank saddles are 1" wide 
and are sunk 2° into the earth to hold the 
tanks.

Excavation 

This will be somewhat larger than 
the size of the basement to make room for forms. 
The price 75¢ per yard, is certainly not excessive 
as the total amount to be moved is not large. 

Hather Allard wishes to excavate a 
basement to the east of the proposed basement, 
to be paid for by the School. He estimates that 
80 cueyds. of earth will be moved. This would have 
to be done while the other excavation is proceed- 
ing. 
Well 

The estimated depth is 300 feet. Father 
Allard estimated 250 to 300' but estimated prices 
on 250°, It is obviously impossible to estimate 
the depth to which one must drill to obtain an 
adequate amount of water. The price of casing, 
pipe, rods, and the horse power of the engine 
depend on this depth. The 50 feet possible extra 
depth will make a difference in total cost. No 
person, even a driller, ever estimates closely 
the depth, to which he will go, and rightly so. 
Drilling is estimated at 1.75 per foot. This 
should cover contract price. 

The well should be under the windmill 
although an apparatus is available for transfer 
of power from a windmill at a distance. It 
consists of a double lever with cross wires.

self-explanatory. 
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Conclusion 


The whole matter has been fully discussed in 
this report since the Secretary of the Indian Department 
states that only $2500 is available. This office does not 
understand how work to the extent needed in this case can 
be done for $2500. It might be considered advisable by 
the Indian Department to decrease the walls to 8" and the 
floor to 4", use a 10' windmill, decrease the reinforcement, 
use a 1-1/2 hep. engine, consider only a 250' well instead 
of 300°, lessen the width to, say, 13 feet, Make the 
saddles shallower, do without the windmill altogether, and 
thus eliminate the alcove, etc., etc. The total cost would 
be lessened but the efficiency and safety would also be 
lessened correspondingly. 

The present estimates, similarly to Father 
Allard's,are based on summer conditions. The cost of winter 
work is difficult to estimate as men have to use a pick 
instead of a fresno or shovel, they lose time warming them- 
selves, concrete must be warmed etc., etc. The percentage 
of cost increases on a comparatively small job such as this. 
Criticism for lessening costs without losing efficiency and 
safety will be welcomed. It is understood that the work will 
not be done by contract but by direct supervision from this 
office, supposedly under a good foreman, e.g. Geo.Devlin, of 
North Battleford, who constructed the water supply system 
at St.Barnabas School, Onion Lake,Saskatchewan. 

If the work is to be completed before March 31 


it should be begun about March 1. Three weeks will be 
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oceupied in fabrication of the tanks. Before this is 
done the tenders have to be called from the firm 
enumerated in your letter of January 5. Negotiations 
in connection with this take some time. 

The difficulties in connection with winter 
work have already been dealt with. If at all possible 
the work should be postponed until May. However, it is 


for the Indian Department to decide this matter.

With further reference to your letter of 
27th ultimo regarding the well at the above named school, 
1 instructed Mr.?.A.¥etterly,of this staff, to inspect 
conditions as soon as possible. He visited the school 
on October 5, spending the whole day conferring with the 
Principal and with Mr.Rahrick, well-driller, and studying 
the situation.

"I personally measured the depth of the well 
and found it to be 535 feet on October 5. Mr.Rahrick has 
been using a Hydraulic jet in drilling.

experienced 011 well drillers and practical geologists, 
have consistently made a close study of the log and 
believe that the formation is changing slightly and 
favourably. After a long discussion Mr.Rahrick stated 
that he had definitely made up his mind to go ahead for 
another hundred feet, or even possibly down to 700 feet m 
his own responsibility. ‘his would seem to indicate that 
he believes he can reach water. He stated that, if he 
failed,possibly the Department might reimburse him to some 
extent while if he obtained water the Department would 

be sufficiently pleased to reward him even more adequately. 
At any rate he intends to try to get water regardless of 
possibility of financial reward as he does not wish to 
leave a job unfinished. 1 told him plainly that the 
responsibility was entirely his and he accepted the situation. 


He said he had gone 700° at other times and 
found water. The water as a rule rises in the hole. He had 
never been compelled to place a cylinder lower than 300'. As 
a@ result of his decision he continued to drill Friday. My 
note reads:- He is unwilling to give up at present". 


He has placed only 90° of casing in the well. 
He said the rest of the hole is sufficiently firm to hold up 
at present. He had to use dynamite occasionally (10 sticks 
in one instance at the 400' level) in order to remove 
boulders. He ruined his 300' of 2” rope and was compelled 
to purchase new rope. He put it on while I was there. 


The well is now 535 feet deep as certified 
definitely by myself. Of course the casing is only inserted 
for 90 feet.

As Mr.Joe “ahrick is under a considerable 
expense I would recommend that an additional $600 be paid to 
him immediately in addition to the $600 already recommended. 
Since I have certified the depth no actual invoice is 
necessary. 
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2. Mew Basement. 


Four men have been busy on the basement 
continuously since Sept.17 together with a team and teamster 
for a portion of the time. 


They have excavated the whole area, 30 feet 
long by 16° wide outside the building and 14' under the 
Kitchen. It is 7 feet deep. The earth has been used to 
level the grounds. A portion of the wall under the School has 
been constructed (of concrete). Some difficulty was experienced 
in propping up the school walls but this has been done 
successfully. I obtained certified time sheets of the men 
engaged on this work from Sept.17 to Sept.30. 


The following table includes work on all 
excavation. 


Pather Allard states that the school will 
be able to pay for the wall under the school proper, this 
being an unexpected added expense.

3. General Situation. 


The general situation may be indicated by the 
fact that I was very considerably dismayed when receiving the 
views that no water had been struck down to 500 feet. Father 
Allard was in much the same state of mind and welcomed my 
appearance on the scene. 


Sub-surface waters are too small in volume 
to be much of a factor. %everal wells would have to be sunk, 
etc.,etc. In fact this seems out of the question. 


Again the river is 1} miles away and several 
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hundred feet down. 


I visited the old pump house. It is on the edge 
of the North Saskatchewan river. ‘The engine is a ¥airbanks- 
Morse 25 hep. torch ignition oil-burning engine. 


fhe School Engineer runs the pump two days per 
week of 5 hours each using } gallon gas 2 gallons coal oil 
per hour, 1 pint of cylinder oil. He pumps 2' in the 60000 
gallon tank through a 6" discharge pipe nearly 2 miles longs 
This is costing the sohool $100 per month. 


Another factor is that the trains are not 
supposed to use water from this tank “except in cases of 
emergenoy". However, they load their trains heavily at 
Battleford and cannot get to Lloydminster on one filling. As 


f 
a result the emergencies arise frequently. ‘The school ‘+ 
) pumping this water together with their own supplye 


fhe #ailway consider the tank and pipes as near 
the end of their usefulness. If necessity for replacement 
occurs or necessity arises 1 underst: that their plan is to 
drill a well and construct a tank at Bresaylor, a few wiles 
further west. 


It is possible that in the end the supply will 
have to be obtained from the river through a 2" or 29" pipe. 
It is unfortunate that the school is so far from the river.

It lies at an azimuth of 318°from the 


school. ‘the spring is 7325 feet from the basement wall near 


the drilled well. 
I ran a straight transit line from the School 


to the spring» using the 200 foot chain to place stakes 100 
feet apart. I then obtained a profile of each 100" point. The 
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line falls fairly gradually with some rolls and irregularities 
from Stae 0 to Sta. 71 ¥ 90, the break of the hill. The fall 
from the School to the break on the hill is about 45 feet. The 
fall from the break to the spring, a distance of 150 feet, is 
35 feet.the spring is in a coulee about 3/4 mile from the 
river oroper. ‘his hill forms a firet break, as it were, in 
the descent to the river, over 200 feet further down.

Thies cpring water a pears pure and it never 
varies in volume. fhe principal stream is robably three- 
ovuartere of the tote] amount emerging from the bank. 

Pether Allard was on a perochial visit to this 


home_a few daye ago. He was offered a drink of water. It was 


so cold and refreshing and free from alkali that he asked where 
it was obtained. He was shown the spring and also a pail that 
had been used to hold it for a year. This pail is quite clean 


and untarnished, as I saw it afterwards. I obtained a quart 


self-sealer full for analysis. 


This report is a preliminary one as 1 may not 
return for several days and possibly the Director would be 


interested in ascertaining immediately my findings.

Purpose of Neport 


A wire was received from Father Allard, on 
Octe24, followed by a letter, describing a spring he 
had found about 1¢ miles from the school which might 
be used for supply. Copies of the letter and telegram 
were sent to you on 0ct.26. 

The writer visited the school on November 2 and 
examined the spring. He then prepared a preliminary 
Report on the same evening. Copies of this report were 


sent to Ottawa under date November 6. | 
Comparative Elevations. 

A profile was run in a straight line from the 
school to the spring to ascertain the general 
configuration of the surface and the difference in 
height.

The surface of the land at the new basegent is

The owner of the land upon which the spring 
is located, Mr. As Lavalee of Delmas, naturally thinks 
that the spring belongs to him and valued it at $1000 in 
conversation with Vather Allard. 

However, the Dominion Irrigation Act vested 
ownership in the Crown, as the writer understands it, and 
no doubt this ownership is now vested in the province by

As a precautionary measure the writer inter- 
viewed Mr.C.J,McUavin of the Department of Natural Reso 
at “egina, regarding the matter. He agreed to give wt 
tentative and unofficial prior right to file. Yormal 
application is deferred for the present. 

Hotimates. 

It would necessitate a too great loss of 
valuable time under present conditions for the write: to 
prepare more than the most approximate and tentative 
Plans and estimates. Another reason is that 
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there is no doubt that the expense of development 
would be considerable because of the length of pipe 
and trench. The Department of Indian Affairs may not 
think it advisable to go further. The writer believes 
that it is an excellent and practicable source of water 
but the question of advisability of spending the money 
must be left with the Department. 

The present system may cease at any time 
although present indications do not denote immediate 
failure although the expense is considerable. That 
would be to unduly alarm ¥requent repairs are however 
necessary. 

It mst be confessed that the idea of 
furnishing water to the town has occurred to the writer 


but this may be left for future consideration.
